(a)  Public  Information.  During  the  quarterly  period  the  Brigade  Infor¬ 

mation  Office  substantially  increased  its  news  coverage.  Space  was  reguLurly 
obtained  for  the  brigade  in  THE  AEMT  EEPOEXEE;  THE  MaCV  OBSJSimt,  and  SIAES 
AMD  STKIPES.  Two-page  photo-feature  centerfold  spreads  on  the  brigade 
appeared  in  the  EEPOEXEE;  and  STAKS  AND  STEIP^  SUNDAl  MAGAZINE.  FuU  single 
page  photo-features ;  also  prepared  in  this  office;  were  printed  in  the 
OBSEEVfil  and  EEPOETfil;  as  were  n\u»rous  shorter  features.  Statistics  re¬ 
leased  by  the  USAEV-IO  for  the  AEMT  EEPOEXEE  show  that  the  brigade  received 
coverage  coBq>arable  to  that  received  by  full^combat  divisions.  A  new  Brigade 
Public  Inforraation  Eegixlation;  18th  Military  Police  Brigade  Regulation  360-1; 
was  written.  The  major  change  in  this  regulation  was  the  ei^hasis  placed  on 
battalion  participation  in  the  Brigade  Information  Program.  The  Information 
Officer  (10)  attended  a  two-day  10  conference  in  Saigon;  and  was  able  to 
confer  with  othsr  officers  and  members  of  the  press.  Assistance  was  rendered 
to  Bernard  Meinraub  of  the  NEN  YORK  XDffiS;  Ann  Bryand  and  John  Eoemer  of 
OVERSEAS  and  George  Allen  of  ABC.
